The Company has elected to be taxed as qualified subchapter corporation under the Internal

Revenue Code and under the tax laws of the State of Arizona pursuant to which taxes on income

of the Company are the responsibility of the shareholder Under this election the Companys

taxable income or loss flows through to the shareholders federal and state income tax returns The

State of Arizona imposes $50 minimum tax per year only if the Company has income subject to

tax at the federal level As the Company does not have income subject to tax at the federal level in

2011 it is not subject to the minimum tax imposed by the State of Arizona

The Company recognizes any uncertain income tax positions on income tax returns at the largest
